Applicant hereby petitions under 37 CFR §L47(a) to accept the filing of the above- 
referenced application, for which one of several joint inventors refuses to join in the application. 

Enclosed is 1) a check for $130 in payment of the petition fee by a large entity as set 
forth in 37 CFR §1.1 7(h), 2) a copy of a signed declaration including all named inventors except 
for Charles Nelson, 3) a copy of documents indicating that application papers were mailed to 
Charles Nelson, and 4) a copy of a telephone record for conversations with Charles Nelson.

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known address of Charles Nelson. On July 16, 2003 a copy was sent via FedEx to his last 
known address; on July 23, 2003 a copy was sent via FedEx to his last known address; and on 
April 23, 2004 a copy was sent via USPS to his last known address. Never was a response 
received from Charles Nelson. 

On the following dates, voice mail messages were left for Charles Nelson, asking for 
Charles Nelson to sign a declaration: October 7, 2003; December 16, 2003; February 12, 2004; 
April 14, 2004; and April 23, 2004. In a few instances, contact had been made with Charles
